Only last month, senior members of a 
Ghanian drugs gang were convicted of 
conspiracy to ship huge quantities of 
crack cocaine into the UK. 

Southwark Crown Court heard how gang 
leaders kept luxury apartments in Mayfair and 


New York and went on shopping sprees with 
platinum credit cards. 


LAUNDERED CASH 


The drugs gang had made at least £5 million 

and laundered large sums of cash through 
travel agency firms. 
Mariame Keita, 30, Andre N’Guessan, 34 

and Charles Oppon, 36 were remanded to wait 
sentencing after being found guilty of 
conspiracy to supply crack. Police found 5.5kg 
of crack (worth £1 million) at the gang’s Park 
Lane apartment, and they believe a further 
18.2kg of crack had already passed through 
the hands of the gang. 


FALSE IDENTITIES 


All the convicted drug pushers were using 
false identities and police are still trying to 
find out their real names. Under Britain’s 
present non-existent immigration laws, almost 
any third world citizen can enter Britain 
unchallenged. 

Detectives from the South East Regional 
Crime Squad are still trying to trace the gang’s 
ringleader, Keita’s husband Chanda Keita. An 
arrest warrant has been issued for the man, 
described as “‘charming and very 
obviously well heeled.”’ esis 

Detective Inspector Gordon 
Harrison added: “There is no 
doubt he is Mr Big in the 
international drugs world and is 
believed to be the most prolific 
crack dealer to have come to the 
attention of the police anywhere 
in the world.”

The gang leaders flew 
everywhere by Concorde or by 
first class. They visited Mali, 
| Bangkok, Denmark, France, 
Italy and America. 

By the time the police put a 
stop to the 18-month drugs 
operation, Chanda Keita had

IRA murderers are laughing up their sleeves thanks to the stupidity and T 


weakness of the British government. Just over a year ago John Major informed 
us that it would “turn his stomach” to negotiate with the IRA. It was later 
revealed that he had been doing precisely that for at least two years, and 


probably for longer than that. 


The Tory surrender to the IRA has nothing to do with any desire for ‘peace’ in 
Ulster. If our government really wanted peace, it would have allowed our armed forces 
to exterminate the IRA and its Sinn Fein apologists within 48 hours, which is 


perfectly possible given the political will to do so. 


The truth is, John Major’s surrender is simply a cynical and desperate ploy to help 
him win the next election; while the IRA ‘ceasefire’ lasts, it gives the false impression 


of a statesman-like victory for Major’s crumbling government. 


Let us be quite clear what these IRA ‘freedom fighters’ are really about. They have 
murdered over two thousand British people, including over three hundred women and 
children. Gerald Adams himself described the Brighton bomb as “a victory for 
democracy.” Scores of IRA victims, both Protestant and Catholic, have simply 


disappeared, done to death after revolting torture sessions. 


Adams is a liar: his advertising literature in America describes him as “leader of 
Northern Ireland’s Catholic majority.” In fact, the Catholics are a minority, and less 
than ten per cent of them vote for Sinn Fein. Perhaps after the recent Oklahoma 
bombing, President Clinton might be less sympathetic to ‘freedom fighters’ like 


Adams. 


One thing is certain: when the British National Party is in power, the likes of 


Adams and his IRA friends will not have long to live .

Their gruesome discovery was 
made during a visit to Hill Farm 
in Woburn, Bedfordshire, where 
the annual Islamic festival of Eid 
was taking place. 

The scenes of carnage were 
described as ‘medieval’ and 
‘barbaric’. The slaughter was so 
horrific that the two Bedfordshire 
environmental health officers and

who witnessed it described it as 
being like the Cambodian ‘killing 
fields’. 


Bernard Melling said: “I have 
been in environmental health for 
20 years and this is clearly the 
worst thing I have ever seen. The 
scene was medieval; animals were 
being slaughtered in filthy barns 
with blood and. guts everywhere. 
Carcases were being carried away 
in black dustbin bags and thrown 


‘into car boots.” 


KILLING 


He added that the killings were 
not illegal as none of the legal 
requirements of humane killing in 
slaughterhouses apply to ‘such 
religious festivals. 

Mr Melling said: “Our concern 
is for the welfare of these animals 
and preventing health epidemics. 
No regulations apply to ensure 


Islamic slaughte 


only healthy animals are killed, 
that where they are killed is 
hygienic, that the meat is fit to 
eat.” 


FAULT 


Bedford Muslim spokesman 
Muhammad Khan said: “They are 
not doing it right by killing 
animals in open. fields. I don’t 
think there would be a single 
Muslim in Bedford who would do 
it this way. Some fault must lie 
with the farmer — he allowed this 
to happen.” - 

Hill Farm owner Roger Randall 
refused to comment on the 
incident.

But the smell when 
they are cooking puts customers 
off. It was particularly bad 
during the summer months. 


Even now people keep bringing 
back my spring fashions 
complaining that they smell of 
curry.” 

Cardiff residents have 
collected two petitions calling 
for the takeaway. The owner, 
Farooq Miah, was taken to couri 
in February after city council 
planners claimed he had 
breached two planning 
conditions by opening later than 
6pm and not submitting details 
of a fume extraction system. 


ADVICE 


The case was adjourned until 
May so that Mr Miah, who 
speaks little English, could 
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receive further advice. 

The Cardiff City environ- 
mental services department is 
also considering legal action 
because it believes the smell 
from the Dipali is causing a 
statutory nuisance.

MAURITANIA HAS 
100,000 SLAVES 


THE West African State of 
Mauritania has over 100,000 
slaves - and is being urged to 
introduce legislation to prevent 
the practice. 

Slavery has been officially abol- 
ished three times in the country, but 
still exists on a large scale. Not only 
are there 100,000 slaves, but there 
are a further 300,000 part and ex- 
slaves in the country. 

The slave population is denied 
access to education, and is also 
barred from marrying. The interna- 
tional media- unsurprisingly in view 
of their anti-white stance - have 
done little to highlight the problem, 
except when a border dispute be- 
tween Mauritania and Senegal 
erupted into inter-tnibal bloodshed 
in 1989. 

The whole country is suffering 
mass murder and torture by its 


'White Moor' rulers. The present 
leader of the country is President 
Maaouyaould Taya. 

Slavery has existed in Mauritania 
for centuries. Raiding Arab/Berber 
tribes used to bring Africans north 
into slavery. Today slaves are both 
traded and often offered as gifts from 
one Arab to another. | 

Africans make up two-thirds of 


Mauritania's population, and a sub- 


stantial portion are considered to be 
their 'master's' property. 

White people are, in fact, the only 
race to have given up slavery - if you 
exclude 'wage slaves’ on the 5.30 
train to suburbia! Child slavery is 
rife, for example, in Pakistan.

GABON TO EXPEL 
IMMIGRANTS 


THE Central African country of 
Gabon is expelling thousands of 
illegal immigrants, as anger grows 
among the native population faced 
with economic problems. 

A deadline has been given for the 
migrants to leave the country. A group 
called the Association of Young Un- 
employed has threatened to ‘kill and 
burn’ immigrants who remain. A 
Government spokesman has said 
"Wehavea duty towards the Gabonese 
people". 

Permits for residency have deliber- 
ately been made prohibitively expen- 
sive. Senegalese are the biggest group 
among immigrants, and work as small 


traders, taxi drivers, watchmen, and 
builders - not unlike in Britain. 

The contrast between the attitude 
of the media to black countries 
which tackle immigration problems, 
and white ones, could hardly be 
more marked. If a white country 
even thinks of controlling immi- 
gration there is massive interna- 
tional condemnation. 

When Nelson Mandela, as re- 
vealed recently in BN, announced 
his intention to build an electric 
fence around South Africa's north- 
ern border to prevent immigration 
the matter was not even mentioned 
in our national newspapers.

In the process BP have negotiated 
with Africans from Ghana and have 
sold the franchises to them in nearly 

every case. The indigenous British 

whites working at the stations are ini- 
tially promised new contracts with the 
new owners, but when these foreign 
blacks arraive they refuse to employ 
whites, and at these stations one can 
observe that only Ghanaians are em- 
ployed. 

Two examples are the BP stations at 
North Street, Leighton Buzzard, and 
very soon that ın Shenley Road, Milton 
Keynes. 

BP's policy is yet another example 
of blacks being assisted to establish 
themselves in this country at the ex- 
pense of the British white population 
and their families.
